The Soviet-licensed news agency 
ADN said last night the Russians 
would 
permit

traffic to proceed to and from 
Berlin if the vehicles carry special 
travel 
permits 
issued 
by Soviet 
authorities. 
This would amount to easing the 
current highway blockade for traf­ 
fic moving from 
the 
west into 
Berlin, but would place a new re­ 
striction on Allied automobiles de­ 
parting from the city for the west. 
The agency report, which it said 
was obtained from official Soviet 
smirces, did not set a date on whicn 
the new regulation would take ef­ 
fect. 
It was issued only a short time 
before the Western Allies made pub­ 
lic three notes calling on Russia 
to lift the 21-day land blockade 
which has fOTced them to supply 
Western Berlin by air. 
Traffic Halted Since June 18 
Allied highway traffic en route 
to Berlin has been stopped at the 
Helmstedt border po<nt by Russian 
authorities since June 18 when a 
currency reform was decreed for 
Western Germany. 
The highway 
through Helmstedt is the lone auth­ 
orized road through the Russian 
occupation aone to the German 
capital. 
Allied motor traffic lea\ing Ber­ 
lin for Western Germany previously 
was allowed to proceed without spe­ 
cial permits. In this sense the new 
Russian order represents a tighten­ 
ing of travel restrictions. 
Special 
Russian travel permits 
were not required for either east 
or westbound traffic prior to the 
June 
18 order which forced all 
Allied eastbound traffic to halt at 
^ ^ h e Helmstedt checkpoint. 
An American official described as 
••a lot of hooey” last night, Rus­ 
sian claims that repair work forced 
them to close the lone railway line 
to Berlin from the west. 
"There is nothing at all wrong 
with the Une,” this official added. 
Soviet Claims Are "Fraud” 
American 
and British 
military 
government officers joined in saying 
an investigation of the Soviet claims 
revealed them a fraud. 
They said the Russians have not 
even brought out repair crews. 
It was the first time the Ameri­ 
cans and British directly challenged 
the Russians to show that the 
three-week land blockade was not 
a political move to squeeze the 
Western Powers out of Berlin. 
The officials said the investiga­ 
tion was conducted through German 
sources. 
The Russians yesterday blamed 
repairs to a lock for a holdup of 
barge traffic on the waterway sys­ 
tem 
from Western Germany 
to 
blockaded Berlin.

To Make Up Mind on Dewey 


While the Cumb erla nd News 
prints the Gallup 
poUs, and believes that they are oi more value to 
iorecasttoe the lulure than the Roman device 
examtoing the entrails and the Illght ol birds, we 
lean to the opinion that they do more to Influence 
sentiment than really to record trends. What such 
polls can do to totluence sentiment was highlighted 
the first time -‘L-itUe Flower” La Guardia ran for 
may or of New York. The now defunct Literary Digest 
elected hi.m by running an honest but erroneous poll 
which brought over the bandwagon vote. 
The Gallup polls may be examined to the light 
of the public standing of two distinguished Americans 
at the moment. Many newspapermen, having read 
those polls, went to the Republican National Conven­ 
tion at Philadelphia expecting that Senator Vanden- 
berg would be the winning candidate. Both to conven­ 
tion applause and to voting, he remained a minor 
figure 
Gen. Eisenhower’s noteworthy vogue in these 
polls was due to part to the fact that nobody knew 
what he stood for—certainly no basis on which to 
base a tenabli* prediction. 
But Rep. J . Glenn Beall did not require the guid­ 
ance of polls to help him pick the winner ol the 
Republican prlsidential nomination. He did it weeks 
before the Phliadelphla meeting, and at a time when 
the spotlight was more or less on Sen. Vandenberg, 
and when a belief existed that Dewey and Taft would 
destroy each other in convention and that Vandenberg 
would be the victor. 
Mr. BeaU made no secret of his desire to see 
Governor Dewey nominated. He gave public endorse­ 
ment of his choice long before the convention convened 
♦when he brought Gov. Dewey Into Mary land to meet 
the ReputUcan delegates. He did so when others m 
Mary land were promoting other candidacies, and while 
other polllical leaders remained on the fence with 
one ey e on Taft and the other on Vandenberg. 
Rep. Beall cast his lot with Dewey when polls 
showed a favorable trend for Vandenberg. But this 
fact did not, in the least, shake his convictions. He 
stuck to his guns during the early day s of the conven­ 
tion when a stop-Dewey coalition was maneuvering 
day and night to prevent the New York governor’s 
nomination. He was influential in winning delegates 
from other states to the Dewey banner. The few 
Mary land delegates who held out for Taft on the 
first and second ballot, despite his urgings that they 
get on the Dewey bandwagon, finally voted for the 
Empire State executive on the third. But the only 
purpose their votes then served was to help make 
the nomination unanimous. 
No one will Question the fact that Rep. Beall 
play ed a major role in bringing about the nomination 
of the man who will prove a power in the coming 
campaign, and in wnom the people may have complete 
confidence when he enters the White House next 
J anuary . His achievement in behalf of Gov. Dewey 
was a convincing demonstration of his political 
acumen, and stamped him as the recognized titular 
heaa of the Republican Party in Mary land. 


High Cost of Vacation 
In Nineteen Forty-Eight 
Our own enthusiasm for vacations, which knows 
no bounds, is not shared this y ear by our pocketbook, 
which recently had occasion to draw us aside and 
direct our attention to those disagreeable characters, 
Inflation and Taxes, and to a handful of statistics on 
comparative vacation costs. 
In general, vacation costs are up 20 to 100 per 
cent over 19 40. 
A twelve-day cruise from New York 
Ckty to Nassau, Havana and Miami ran around $120 
In 19 40; tooay the same Itinerary goes for $218 .50, or 
an increase of 8 2 per cent. 
Nearly a third of the 
increase is in transportation taxes, all added since 
19 40. 
Similarly an increase of about 58 per cent in the 
cuirent round-trip airline fare from Chicago to Los 
Angeles or San Francisco during the same period 
brings the rate from $149 .9 5 to $237.8 2, one third of 
this increment due to transportation taxes. 
What's more, though y ou escape the transporta­ 
tion tax tf y ou travel via the family automobile, y ou 
could get by on a 10-day trip back in 19 40 for about 
$150—including accommodations In modern motor 
courts, four of the ten nights in city hotels in minimum 
priced double-rooms -with bath. 
Today such a trip, 
covering about 2,400 miles will nick y ou $235—gas, oil, 
lodging and meals—or 57 per cent more. 
Bus tours are up 28 per cent since 19 40. 
Only 
about half the increase in these tours is represented 
by transportation taxes. 
Ladies’ bathing suits are up 40 to 6 0 per cent in 
price, down about the same amount in coverage. Fish­ 
erman’s hip-boots, five bucks in 19 40, are now ten. 
The tackle box that fetched five in 19 40 is ten today , 
Eo is the .steel rod. 
Golf clubs have doubled in price, 
as have tennis rackets and tennis balls. 
Luggage 
has doubled in price, a third of the increase being 
due to luxury tax. 
Cameras have doubled in price. 
Only camera film and auto tires, except for the In­ 
crease in tax. remain vacation staples priced prac­ 
tically the same over the past seven or eight y ears. 
Gas is up 40 per cent; the price of cars has more 
than doubled. 
Restaurant meals are up 8 0 per cent.

Milk Sieknesft, An Old 
Disease 


In 1818, Nancy Hanks Lincoln died 
of milk sickness at Pigeon Creek, 
Indiana. 
A 
century 
ago, 
many 
fatalities among our pioneers, es­ 
pecially 
t h o s e 
who settled in the 
regions b ordering 
on 
t h e 
O hio 
riv er, 
were 
a.s- 
crib ed to this dis­ 
ease. The cause 
was imknown b ut 
since entire com­ 
munities were af­ 
fected, plants or 
• 
’ the soil were held 
Van l>cllen respo n s i b 1 e. It 
has b een said that an epidemic in 
any locality often encouraged the 
settlers to migrate westward. The 
Lincolns were no exception and it 
may b e that this was the motiv at­ 
ing force b ehind their mov ing to 
Illinois. 
Nowadays, milk sickness is seldom 
encountered. There are some au­ 
thorities who ev en question its ex­ 
istence. Symptoms are supposed to 
appear two to teii days after drink­ 
ing milk from cov ’s suffering from 
tremb les. The cattle are poisoned b y 
eating certain plants which contain 
the toxin, tremetol. In the eastern 
part of the United Statas, white 
snakeroot yields this toxic material; 
in the west, the rayless goldenrod. 
White snakeroot was plentiful a 
hundred years ago, which might 
explain why the disease was com­ 
mon. Since then the weed has b een 
eradicated b y farmers in the same 
way that resort owners do away 
with poison iv y. 


Not all who dev elop milk sickness 
meet the same fate as Lincoln’s 
mother. Much depends upon how 
sick the animal is and how much 
milk the v ictim consumes. At first, 
the only signs are lassitude, drowsi­ 
ness, and general weakness. 'The 
indiv idual does not feel well; dull 
pains in the legs are noted and 
appetite wanes. Gastric discomfort 
appears w’-hlch, like ulcer distress, is 
reliev ed b y e a t i n g. 
Ultimately 
nausea 
and 
b efore 
long 
sev ere 
v omiting ensues, which is one of 
the characteristics of the ailment. 
The v ictim soon finds that b y rest­ 
ing he feels b etter b ecause any a t­ 
tempt to walk or exercise increases 
the tendency to retch. Con.stipation 
may co-exist and at times Is ex­ 
treme. 
When this stage is reached, the 
outcome is in the b alance. Those 
who will make the grade b egin to 
improv e and others take a turn for 
the worse. Little can b e done except 
to comb at dehydration b y admin­ 
istering fiuid into the v eins. By re­ 
maining in b ed until the last v es­ 
tiges of the disease disappear, con­ 
v alescence is shortened and com­ 
plete recov ery hastened. 


There is said to b e a chonic form. 
It is known in rural areas b y v arious 
names such as the slows, staggers, 
tires, and riv er or swamp fev er. The 
v ictim b ecomes mentally and phy­ 
sically sluggish. Weight loss, poor 
appetite, and constipation also oc­ 
cur. The leg muscles are stiff and 
tremb le occasionally. The afflicted 
person often staggers as he walks 
and will fall on attempting to run. 
Months pass b efore restoration of 
health can b e expected.

PHILADELPHIA. July 9—When 
Dwight Eisenhower was a high- 
school b oy in Ab ilene, Kansas, he 
used to play “Fly Lou.’’ a game 
which con-sisted of putting pennies 
on the shady side of a street and 
waiting for a fly to light on one 
particular penny. When it did the 
owner took all the other pennies. 
In playing “Fly Lou.” Eisenhower 
and his pals were always alert to 
see that no b oy put syrup on a coin 
to attract a fly. for, as young Dwight 
said: “A fly is smart b ut ev en a fly 
can b e tempted.” 
Democratic leaders at Philadel­ 
phia will hav e to put plenty of 
syrup on their coin to tempt Eisen- 
hower to fly their way. But whether 
he lights now or not, Dwight Elsen­ 
hower's name is going to b e in the 
political headlines from now until 
1952, so here is a further attempt 
to appraise the most spotlighted 
man in America. 


“War Is m anklnd’.s most traRio 
and stupid folly,” he said, “to 
seek or adv ise its delib erate pro­ 
v ocation is a b lack crime against 
all men. Though you follow the 
trade of warrior you do so in 
the spirit of W ashington—not 
of Ghenghis Khan. 


“As a professional soldier you do 
not inherit a greater share than 
your citizen b rothers of courage, en­ 
durance and fortitude. Neither does 
your commission confer upon you 
distinctiv e right or priv ilege . . 
TTie arts and sciences, as well as the 
profession of arms, are b ulwarks of 
security. And the greatest of ail is 
the spirit—the will—for freedom 
and justice.” 


riuit will b e a point for future 
students of military strategy to de­ 
cide. But the ov er-ail fact is that 
in one of the greatest campaigns in 
history, Ei.senhower commanded a 
miraculously ^smooth-rumiing ma­ 
chine, operateci it on schedule, kept 
a dozen or so jealous nationalities 
under him reasonab ly happy, b roke 
through the famous Nazi wall which 
Churchill claimed could not

Expert opinion would b e necessary 
to confirm the diagnosis. 


Brass Hat or Civ ilian, 
Biggest question asked ab out Eis­ 
enhower is how would he act once 
in the White House—as a civ ilian 
or as a b rass hat? 
It is always risky to take a mili­ 
tary man into high civ ilian office, 
as Eisenhower himself pointed out. 
Howev er, those who w’atched him 
closely during the war credited Ike 
with leaning ov er b ackward to pro­ 
tect civ ilian rights. He cliampioned 
the G l—and most of them are now 
strong for him, though dead agaiiwt 
MacArthur. He gav e a b reak to 
Negro troops and a chance to the 
heroic Japanese-Hawaiians to re­ 
deem the false accusation of hav ing 
sab otaged at Pearl Harb or. 


There arc also those who de­ 
ride Eisenhower for failure to 
support General Patton, during 
his lightning adv ance through 
France. The Patton diary is 
supposed to claim that if the 
gasohne allotted to Field M ar­ 
shal Montgomery and his slow- 
mov ing British army had gone 
to Patton the war would hav e 


To do this—whatev er his hu­ 
m an weakness—required gen­ 
ius, forsight and great executiv e 
ab ility. It required the kind of 
ab ility that the nation may 
need now, when during the next 
two to four years we face the 
most difficult period of peace­ 
time stresi and » train in recent 
history. 


If the nation needs to draft men 
into the Army for the psychological 
effect upon Russia, as Eisenhower

As for the v ice-presidential job 
itself, there is a lot of misunder­ 
standing ab out w'hat can b e done 
to make it important. The idea that 
it can b e made a sort of “assistant 
president” or “deputy president” 
job is b ased on a misunderstanding 
of the constitution’s limitations and 
on the method b y which the ex­ 
ecutiv e b ranch of the gov ernment 
Is conducted.

Ab out the only thing that can b e 
done with the v ice president—and 
the one that would do the moat 
good—w'ould b e to make him th* 
confidant of the President, attend­ 
ing all cab inet meetings and all pri­ 
v ate conferences where national or 
international policies are made. If 
the Pre.sident works with the Mcm 
president intimately and commands 
ab solute loyalty, the country can 
deriv e in an informal way and b w 
mere cu.stom more than could poe- 
sib lv b e achiev ed b y a formal piece 
of legislation setting forth specific 
duties for the v ice president.

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Beall Did Not Need Poll 
To Make Up Mind on Dewey 
While the Cumberland News prints the Gallup 
polls and believes that they are of more value in 
forecasting the future than the Roman device of 
examining the entrails and the flight of birds, we 
iean to the opinion that they do more to influence 
sentiment than really to record trends. What such 
polls can do to influence sentiment was highlighted 
the first time •‘Little Flower” La Guard la ran for 
m ajor of New York. The now defunct Literary Digest 
elected him by running an honest but erroneous poll 
which brought over the bandwagon vote. 
The Gallup polls may be examined in the light 
of the public standing of two distinguished Americans 
at the moment. Many newspapermen, having read 
those polls, went to the Republican National Conven­ 
tion at Philadelphia expecting that Senator Vanden­ 
berg would be the winning candidate. Both in conven­ 
tion applause ana in voting, he remained a minor 
figure. Gen. Eisenhower's noteworthy vogue in these 
polls was due In part to the fact that nobody knew 
what he stood for—certainly no basis on which to 
base a tenable prediction. 
But Rep. J. Glenn Beau did not require the guid­ 
ance of polls to help him pick the winner of the 
Republican presidential nomination. He did it weeks 
before the Philadelphia meeting, and at a time when 
the spotlight was more or less on Sen. Vandenberg, 
and when a belief existed that Dewey and Taft would 
destroy each other in convention and that Vandenberg 
would be the victor. 
Mr. Beall made no secret of his desire to see 
Governor Dewey nominated. He gave public endorse­ 
ment of his choice long before the convention convened 
■when he brought Gov Dewty into Maryland to meet 
the Republican delegates. He did so when others in 
M aryland wert promoting other candidacies, and while 
other poliacal leaders remained on the fence with 
one eye on Taft and the other on Vandenberg. 
Rep. Beall cast his lot with Dewey when polls 
showed a favorable trend for Vandenberg. But this 
fact did not, in the least, shake his convictions. He 
stuck to his guns during the early days of the conven­ 
tion when a stop-Dewey coalition was maneuvering 
day and night to prevent the New York governor’s 
nomination. He was influential in winning delegates 
from other states to the Dewey banner. The few 
Maryland delegates who held out for Taft on the 
first and second ballot, despite his urgings that they 
get on the Dewey bandwagon, finaUy voted for the 
Empire State executive on the third. But the only 
purpose their votes then served was to help make 
the nomination unanimous. 
No one will question the fact that Rep. Beall 
played a major role in bringing about the nomination 
of the man who will prove a power in the coming 
campaign, and in whom the people may have complete 
confidence when he enters the White House next 
January. His achievement in behalf of Gov. Dewey 
was a convincing demonstration of his political 
acumen, and stamped him as the recognized titular 
heac of tile Republican Party in Maryland. 


High Cost of Vacation 
In Nineteen Forty-Eight 


Our own enthusiasm for vacations, which know* 
no bounds, is not shared this year by our pocketbook, 
which recently had occasion to draw us aside and 
direct oui attention to those disagreeable characters, 
Inflation and Taxes, and to a handful of statistics on 
comparative vacation costs. 
In general, vacation costs are up 20 to IOO per 
cent over 1940. 
A twelve-day cruise from New York 
C.ty to Nassau, Havana and Miami ran around $120 
rn 1940, toaay the same itinerary goes for $218.50, or 
an Increase of 82 per cent.

Similarly an increase of about 58 per cent in the 
current r:>und-trip airline fare from Chicago to Los 
Angeles or San Francisco during the same period 
brings the rate from $149.95 to $237.82, one third of 
this increment due to transportation taxes. 
What s more, though you escape the transporta­ 
tion tax if j*ou travel via the family automobile, you 
could get by on a 10-day trip back in 1940 for about 
$150—including accommodations in modern motor 
courts, four of the ten nights in city hotels in minimum 
priced double-rooms with bath. 
Today such a trip, 
covering about 2,400 miles will nick you $235—gas, oil, 
lodging and meals—or 57 per cent more. 
Bus tours are up 28 per cent since 1940. 
Only 
about half the increase in these tours is represented 
by transportation taxes. 
Ladies’ bathing suits are up 40 to 60 per cent in 
price, down about the same amount in coverage. Fish­ 
erman’s hip-hoots, five bucks in 3940. are now ten. 
The tackle box that fetched five in 1940 is ten today; 
to is the steel rod. 
Golf dubs have doubled in price, 
as have tennis rackets and tennis balls. 
Luggage 
has doubled in price, a third of the increase being 
due to luxury tax. 
Cameras have doubled in price. 
Only camera film and auto tires, except for the in­ 
crease in tax. remain vacation staples priced prac­ 
tically the same over the past seven or eight years. 
Gas is u*> 40 per cent; the price of cars has more 
than doubled. 
Restaurant meals are up 80 per cent

In 1818, Nancy Hanks Lincoln died 
of milk sickness at Pigeon Creek, 
Indiana. 
A century Ago, 
many 
fatalities among our pioneers, es­ 
pecially

who settled in the

river, 
were 
as­ 
cribed to this dis­ 
ease. The cause 
was unknown but 
since entire com­

’ Hr. Van Dellen respo n s i b I e. It 
has been said that an epidemic in 
any locality often encouraged the 
settlers to migrate westward. The 
Lincolns were no exception and it 
may be that this was the motivat­ 
ing force behind their moving to 
Illinois. 
Nowadays, milk sickness is seldom 
encountered. There are some au­ 
thorities who even question its ex­ 
istence. Symptoms are supposed to 
appear two to ten days after drink­ 
ing milk from cows suffering from 
trembles. The cattle are poisoned by 
eating certain plants which contain 
the toxin, tremetol. In the eastern 
part of the United States, white 
snakeroot yields this toxic material; 
in the west, the rayless goldenrod. 
White snakeroot was plentiful a 
hundred years ago, which might 
explain why the disease was com­ 
mon. Since then the weed has been 
eradicated by farmers in the same 
way that resort owners do away 
with poison ivy. 


Not all who develop milk sickness 
meet the same fate as Lincoln’s 
mother. Much depends upon how 
sick the animal is and how much 
milk the victim consumes. At first, 
the only signs are lassitude, drowsi­ 
ness, and general weakness. The 
individual does not feel well; dull 
pains in the legs are noted and 
appetite wanes. Gastric discomfort 
appears which, like ulcer distress, is 
relieved by e a lin g . Ultimately 
nausea 
and 
before long severe 
vomiting ensues, which is one of 
the characteristics of the ailment. 
The victim soon finds that by rest­ 
ing he feels better because any at­ 
tempt to walk or exercise increases 
the tendency to retch. Constipation 
may co-exist and at times is ex­ 
treme. 
When this stage is reached, the 
outcome is in die balance. Those 
who will make the grade begin to 
improve and others take a turn for 
the worse. Little can be done except 
to combat dehydration by admin­ 
istering fluid into the veins. By re­ 
maining in bed until the last ves­ 
tiges of the disease disappear, con­ 
valescence is shortened and com­ 
plete recovery hastened. 
• — • — • 
There is said to be a chonic form. 
It is known in rural areas by various 
names such as the slows, staggers, 
tires, and river or swamp fever. The 
victim becomes mentally and phy­ 
sically sluggish. Weight loss, poor 
appetite, and constipation also oc­ 
cur. The leg muscles are stiff and 
tremble occasionally. The afflicted 
person often staggers as he walks 
and will fall on attempting to run. 9 
Months pass before restoration of 
health can be expected. 


BONE INFECTION 
C. G. writes: A friend of mine 
says she has osteomyelitis in her 
leg caused by an injury two years 
ago. She has an open wound that 
does not heaL Is this tuberculosis 
of the bone? 
Reply 
Tuberculosis is a possibility but 
since osteomyelitis may be caused 
by various types of organisms, tests 
must be made to determine the 
causative germ in each case. 


COULD BE 
Mrs. M. writes: If a person sits 
for hours doing nothing. Is careless 
about his appearance, wont work, 
and does not care to eat—does this 
indicate insanity? 
Reply 
Individuals who are mentally dis­ 
turbed are known to act in this 
fashion but insanity is a serious 
charge to place against any ohe. 
Expert opinion would be necessary 
to confirm the diagnosis. 


CAUSE OF PAIN 
A. B. writes: Is there such a thing 
as imaginary pain? I have been 
suffering with a pain that makes 
me feel miserable but the doctor 
tells me I am in good health. Should 
I decide it is my imagination or 
see another doctor? 
Reply 
Pain hurts Just as much whether 
it is real or imaginary. But because 
a disease is not demonstrated, this 
does not mean that the discomfort 
is imaginary, in the sense that th* 
word is generally used. The symp­ 
tom is a nervous response and Is 
frequently associated aith anxiety, 
fatigue, overexcitement, or fear. 
When these factors are eliminated, 
the manifestation disappears. 


Soft Palate 
L. K. writes: Would a missing 
palate have anything to do with 
difficulty in speech? When I waa 
a child I had my tonsils removed 
and because by palate was extreme­ 
ly long, It was cut off also. 
REPLY 
You undoubtedly refer to the 
uvula, the end of the soft palate. I 
doubt if this operation could be 
responsible for your speech defect 
because many persons have had it 
removed without such an after­ 
effect.

Limited By The Constitution

General Dwight D. Eisenhower Is A Civilian At Heart; "Ike" Oulcharmed The 
Russians; General Patton's Diary Criticizes Eisenhower; Chief Achievement

PHILADELPHIA. July 9—When 
Dwight Eisenhower was a high­ 
school boy in Abilene, Kansas, he 
used to play “Fly Lou.’’ a game 
which consisted of putting pennies 
on the shady side of a street and 
waiting for a fly to light on one 
particular penny. When it did the 
owner took all the other pennies. 
In playing “Ply Lou,” Eisenhower 
and his pals were always alert to 
see that no boy put syrup on a coin 
to attract a fly. for, as young Dwight 
said: “A fly is smart but even a fly 
can be tempted.” 
Democratic leaders at Philadel­ 
phia will have to put plenty of 
syrup on their coin to tempt Eisen­ 
hower to fly their way. But whether 
he lights now or not, Dwight Eisen­ 
hower’s name is going to be in the 
political headlines from now until 
1952. so here is a further attempt 
to appraise the most spotlighted 
man in America. 
Brass Hat or Civilian, 
Biggest question asked about Eis­ 
enhower is how would he act once 
in the White House—as a civilian 
or as a brass hat? 
It is always risky to take a mili­ 
tary man into high civilian office, 
as Eisenhower himself pointed out. 
However, those who watched him 
closely during the war credited Ike 
with leaning over backward to pro­ 
tect civilian rights. He championed 
the G I—and most of them are now 
strong for him. though dead against 
MacArthur. He gave a break to 
Negro troops and a chance to the 
heroic Japanese-Hawailans to re­ 
deem the false accusation of having 
sabotaged at Pearl Harbor. 


Yet Eisenhower let such close 
friends as (sen. John (“Coart 
House”) Lee get away with com­ 
mandeering a whole hotel for 
himself, pins some at the worst 
examples of caste system of the 


that he really meant what he told 
the graduating class at West Point 
last year. 


“War Is mankind’s most tragie 
and stupid folly,** he said, “to 
seek or advise its deliberate pro­ 
vocation is a black crime against 
all m en. Though iou follow* the 
trade of warrior you do so in 
the spirit of Washington—not 
of Ghenghis Khan. 


“As a professional soldier you do 
not inherit a greater share than 
your citizen brothers of courage, en­ 
durance and fortitude. Neither does 
your commission confer upon you 
distinctive right or privilege . 
H ie arts and sciences, as well as the 
profession of arms, are bulwarks of 
security. And the greatest of all is 
the spirit—the will—for freedom 
and Justice.** 


Eisenhower's Chief Achievement 


There are also those who de­ 
ride Eisenhower for failure to 
support General Patton, during 
his lightning advance through 
France. The Patton diary is 
supposed to claim that if the 
gasoline allotted to Field Mar­ 
shal Montgomery and his slow- 
moving British army had gone 
to Patton the war would have 


been 
finished 
earlier. 
four 
months 


That will be a point for future 
students of military strategy to de­ 
cide. But the over-all fact is that 
in one of the greatest campaigns in 
history. Eisenhower commanded a 
miraculously .smooth-running ma­ 
chine. operated it on schedule, kept 
a dozen or so jealous nationalities 
under him reasonably happy, broke 
through the famous Nazi wall which 
Churchill claimed could not be 
broken, and won a war sooner than 
anyone expected. 


To do this—whatever his hu­ 
man weakness—required gen­ 
ius, forsight and great executive 
ability. It required the kind of 
ability that the nation may 
need now, when during the next 
two to four years we face the 
most difficult period of peace­ 
time stress and strain In recent 
history. 


If the nation needs to draft men 
into the Army for the psychological 
effect upon Russia, as Eisenhower 
has informed Congress, then so, it 
needs a leader at the helm whose 
prestige, 
experience 
and 
back* 
ground will have a psychological ef­ 
fect even more important.

German family which fled Europe 
to escape its wars: so the last thing 
she wanted was to have her son 
become a professional soldier 
Perhaps this antipathy for war 
waa Inherited by Eisenhower, and

At a 
secret meeting of the top leadership 
of the French Communist party. 
Communist leader Maurice Thorez 
received the same sort of tongue- 
lashing from the Kremlin as Mar­ 
shal Tho was enduring at about the 
same time. The difference is that 
whereas Tito has now boldly defied 
Moscow. Thorez knuckled under. 
Yet it is believed that the episode 
In France may have much the same 
meaning for Communist leaders In 
the non-Soviet world as the Tito 
revolt 
has had 
for the Soviet 
Unions satellite chieftains. 
The tongue-lashing was adminis­ 
tered directly by an emissary of the 
Kremlin, dispatched from Moscow’ 
to France for this purpose. Before 
the entire high command of the 
French Communist party, the bluff, 
burly Thorez was forced to eat 
humble pie. He was flatly informed 
that the Kremlin was deeply dis­ 
pleased with the 
quality of hts 
leadership. 


The charges leveled at Thorez 
were precisely the same as those 
hurled at Tito before he decided to 
defy the power of Moscow. He had 
been pursuing a hateful un-Marxist 
policy, 
which, 
if 
not 
corrected, 
would make the French Communist 
party a “bourgeois” {tarty, a tool of 
Imperialists.. Above all, he had been 
consistently and dangerously “na­ 
tionalist”—which of course means 
simply that he had been too Inde­ 
pendent of the Kremlin, too much 
a Frenchman and too little an obe­ 
dient servant 
of 
his masters in 
Moscow. 
The Kremlin emissary then issued 
an ultimatum. Either Thorez must 
confess the error of his ways and 
henceforth give adequate proof of 
his loyalty to tile Kremlin, or he 
would be cast into outer darkness 
and replaced Tile Moscow man even 
designated Ills successor. Surpris­ 
ingly. tile inheritor ol Thorez* man­ 
tle was not to be Jacques Due I os. 
always regarded as next in line of 
succession and considered the chief 
Stalinist theoretician in the non- 
Soviet world. Instead, the cholee 
of the Kremlin was Andre Marty, 
usually believed to occupy a sub­ 
ordinate position in the French 
Communist hierarchy. 
Thorez obediently performed the 
required Communist rite of confes­ 


sion of sins and promised his col­ 
league and the Kremlin to follow 
the path of true righteousness in 
the future. Unlike Tito, with his 
thirty-six divisions, Thorez had no 
real choice. As pointed out in a 
recent report in this space, the 
Communist parties outside the Sov­ 
iet sphere are tightly controlled by 
Moscow's power of subsidy and by 
the whole party “apparatus,” Grov­ 
eling submission was thus forth­ 
coming from Thorez. and he has 
been allowed to continue as titular 
head of the French Communist 
party. 
# — s — * 
Yet his position has long been 
considered insecure, and certainly 
this secret, icy blast from the Krem­ 
lin lias done nothing to strengthen 
it. Therefore the Kremlin’* choice 
of Marty as his successor is particu­ 
larly interesting. Marty, an unlet­ 
tered. violent man. given to sudden, 
alcoholic rages is the leader of the 
extremist wing of the French Com­ 
munist party. He is known to be 
feared and distrusted by Thorez 
and Benoit Francium, of the so­ 
called “moderate” wing. Yet as a 
result of frequent trips to Moscow 
in the thirties, and a four-year stay 
during the war. he is a Kremlin 
favorite, and the moderates have 
never dared to challenge him HU 
closest 
political ally 
is Laurent 
Casanova, a violent Stalinist who is 
believed to have been given the 
mission of organizing an armed 
French underground in constant 
readiness for war. 
As far as France Is concerned, the 
Kremlin ultimatum to Thorez un­ 
doubtedly means that the extremist 
Marty is now already the real 
power in the French Communist 
party. But the significance of tho 
Kremlin's denunciation of Thorez 
certainly extends well beyond the 
borders of France. 
According to the most likely In­ 
terpretation. the building of a mass 
popular following for the Com­ 
munists. for which Thorez has al­ 
ways stood, will no longer be a 
primary’ objective outside the Soviet 
sphere. Instead, absolute obedience 
lo the Kremlin will be demanded. 
No heresies, however minor, which 
conflict with Soviet foreign policy, 
will be tolerated, whatever the local 
political disadvantages of such open 
subservience to the Kremlin. In the 
words of a leading Kremlin emissary 
to Bulgaria. Chervenkov. in a sig­ 
nificant recent speech addressed to 
all loyal Communists: “One can­ 
not warmly love one s own country 
lf this love, no matter to what ex* 


WASHINGTON. July 9 — Unlike 
what happened at the Republican 
convention, the Democratic leaders 
will have no trouble persuading any 
one of a number of Senators and 
Representatives to accept the vice­ 
presidential nomination. 
Governor Dewey had to assure 
Governor Warren that he would try 
to make the vice presidency amount 
to much more than it does today 
and that the salary question would 
be taken care of, too. 
The aspirants for the Democratic 
vice-presidential 
nomination 
are 
eager to get the second place on the 
ticket. There is bound to be a con­ 
test for leadership in 1952. The 
Democrats have a dearth of pro­ 
minent names. The Roosevelt lead­ 
ership did not permit the develop­ 
ment of any of the younger men 
and managed to squelch ambition 
whenever It showed signs of emerg­ 
ing. 
If Mr. Truman should win the 
election, he certainly wouldn’t go 
after a third term. so in 1952 there 
would have to be another candidate. 
If Mr. Truman is eliminated from 
public life next November, the 
Democratic party’s vice-presidential 
candidate might well become the 
leader in reorganizing the party. 
Lot of Misunderstanding 
As for the vice-presidential job 
itself, there is a lot of misunder­ 
standing about what can be done 
to make it important. The idea that 
it can be made a sort of ‘‘assistant 
president” or “deputy president*’ 
job is based on a misunderstanding 
of the constitution’s limitations and 
on the method by which the ex­ 
ecutive branch of the government 
is conducted. 
A vice president is. under the 
constitution, a member of the leg­ 
islative branch of the government. 
He presides over the Senate and 
must apply its rules in everyday 
proceedings. He appoints commit­ 
tees of the Senate. He must also 
cast the deciding ballot in case of 
a tie vote. Only because many vice 
presidents have failed to stay on the 
job every day and do the work pre­ 
scribed for them has the post itself 
.seemed to be an insignificant one. 
It is because the Senate provides 
a ‘substitute in the form of a “pres­ 


ident pro tem” to do the presiding 
in the absence of the vice president 
that the popular impression has 
arisen that the vice president really 
has lots of time on his hands. 
If the vice president were by 
statue made a “deputy president,” 
it would conflict with the duties 
given him under the constitution. 
If he were not operating under sta­ 
tutory law but In an informal way, 
lie would be giving orders and in­ 
structions to cabinet officers whose 
pasts are created by law with 
specific duties to perform. That 
would be unlawful. 
Hence a vice president cannot be 
a general manager or executive of 
the government. The late President 
Roosevelt tried it in a sense by put­ 
ting Henry Wallace at the head of 
an important wartime board. The 
vice president tangled with Jesse 
Jones, the head of an executive 
agency, and Mr. Roosevelt had to 
remove Mr. Wallace from the posi­ 
tion to which he had informally 
appointed him. 
Should Be President’s Confidant 
About the only thing that can be 
done with the vice president—and 
the one that would do the most 
good—would be to make him tho 
confidant of the President, attend­ 
ing all cabinet meetings and all pri­ 
vate conferences where national or 
international policies are made. If 
the President works with the vies 
president intimately and commands 
absolute loyalty, the country can 
derive in an informal way and by 
mere custom more than could pos­ 
sibly be achieved by a formal piece 
of legislation setting forth spedfle 
duties for the vice president. 
As for salary, it ought to be raised 
from $20,000 to *37.500 a year at 
least, because there are other offi­ 
cials of the government, including 
Supreme Court Justices, who re­ 
ceive salaries of the same amount 
as or more than the vice president. 
Governor Warren gets $25,000 a year 
and a home as California's chief 
executive. If the office of president 
of the United States is worth *73 - 
000 to the American people, a vies 
president in training to be Pres­ 
ident. and with a Job of presiding 
over the Senate besides, is certainly 
worth $37,500.

Soviet Violations 
T 


HE STATE Department has re­ 
cently published a long docu­ 
ment showing Soviet Russian 
violations of existing treaties. 
On the question of Germany there 
have been IO violations; with regard 
to Austria seven; and so it goes 
covering Poland, Hungary. Bulgaria, 
Rumania. Korea and Manchuria. 
This is a late day for the State 
Department to make a noise about 
such violations, but the American 
people ought to be thankful that 
their government has at last taken 
them into its confidence. For a long 
time, there has been speculation aa 
to what has been going on. but in­ 
formation has been scant. This, for 
instance, is a sample: In the Agree­ 
ments concerning Germany, 
the 
following appears: 


“8. Freedom of speech 
press are guaranteed (Potsdam 
protocol, II, A. 19). Germany la 
to be prepared for eventual re­ 
construction of political life on 
democratic basis (Potsdam pro­ 
tocol, IL A. 3).** 


The following is the violation: 
“8. Soviet authorities have insti­ 
tuted a system of suppression, in­ 
timidation and terrorism through 
military, police, and party authori­ 
ties that nullifies any genuine free­ 
dom of speech and press. 


A totalitarian system of police 
control is being built up which 
suppresses basic human rights 
and legal processes and indulges 
In arbitrary seizures *I property, 
arrests, deportation, forced labor 
and other practices which are 
incompatible w i t h democratic 
principles.” 


With regard to 
Austria, 
the 
agreements provided: 
‘*2. Obligations to open the way 
for the 
Austrian people to find 
economic security (Moscow decla­ 
ration). Obligation of Allied Council 
<L e. occupying powers) to assist 
Austrian Government to recreate a 
sound national life based on stable 
economic and financial condition* 
• new control agreement, art. 3. c>.” 
The following is the violation: 


“2. Properties seized by So­ 
viets aa oU in 1945. 
land in 
February, 
194*. 
Industrial 
plant* in April, 1948, and toter 
exceed what might reasonably 
be construed aa legitimate Ger­ 
man assets under the Potsdam 
protocol Removals of equipment 
and materials under guise of 
‘German 
assets' 
and 
’war 
booty." 


With regard to Manchuria, these 
are in the agreements: 
“2. *. . . In accordance with the 
spirit of the aforementioned treaty, 
and in order to put into effect Its 
ainu and purposes, the Government 
of the U BS JU agrees to render to 
China moral support and aid m 
military supplies and other material 
resources, such support and aid to 
be entirely given to the National 
Government as the central govern­ 
ment of China. 
“ *2. In the course of conversa­ 
tions . . . the Government of the 
U 85.R . regarded the three eastern 
provinces ti. e. Manchuria) as pan 
of China’ (note of V. M. Molotov, 
August 14, 1945. 
relating to the

Umpire Awards 


Rate Changes 


At Celanese 


1-2 Cent Used To 
Resolve Dispute 


Rate changes cc^ting some $43,- 
502^ were granted to some 27 
rate classifications of work ers at the 
Celanese plant here in awards an­ 
nounced yesterday by I>avid L. Cole, 
arbitrator for the company and 
Local 18 74, Textile Work ers Union 
of America. CIO, in a dispute re­ 
garding the disposition of a one 
cent an hour increase provided in 
an agreement of last May to settle 
alleged rate inequalities. 
During and prior to the arbitra­ 
tion hearings, the company and the 
union agreed on other changes in 
rates which cost another $41.506.8 0. 
The total cost of all adjustments 
granted by the arbitrator and by 
mutual agreement ol the company 
and union totaled $8 5,009.65, rough­ 
ly half of the $167,627.20 set aside 
by the firm to settle the rate in­ 
equalities alleged by the union. 
Cole pointed out that the union, 
on April 26, 1947, filed requests with 
the company for changes in rates 
of some 75 jobs and during the 
negotiations also demanded a flat 
Increase. 
Strik e Is Called 
The company offered to adjust 
some of the rates, but failing to 
agree generally, a strik e ensued 
which lasted from May 30 to June 
28 , 1947. 
In the settlement of that strik e, 
a general increase of three cents 
was granted, in lieu of a paid lunch 
period and additional vacation al­ 
lowance, and special rate adjust­ 
ments were provided for five Jobs. 
The agreement also set aside the 
on^ cent increase to cov’er special 
adjustments to correct rate Inequa­ 
lities, with the stipulation that ad­ 
justments w’ould not destroy the 
relationship between Jobs as estab­ 
lished at the plant. 
All of the increases In rates made 
bv the arbitrator are to be retroac­ 
tive tc the date the special fund 
V. as set up at the end of the strik e 
which ended June 28 , 1947. 
Cnion Ask s Chanfe» 
The union requested special ad 
Justments of rates of over 1.8 00 
employes, or about 25 per cent of 
the hourly rated work ers of the 
plant. The company made counter 
pr(^>osals to correct “borderline in­ 
equalities” affecting 973 work ers 
and in the course of the lengthy 
hearings suggested changes In sev­ 
eral other rates. 
The company insisted that the 
wage structure at the plant on 
September, 1944, was sound and 
that the arbitrator should limit 
himself to inequalities created after 
that date. Cole agreed that this 
contention was entitled to weight. 
Cole pointed out that the changes 
be had made will not unduly or 
unreasonably disturb the present 
wage structure at the plant.

SS2.3I In Suit 


An opinion was signed in Circuit 
Court yesterday by Chief Judge 
William A. Huster in the case of 
David Ogilvle against Walter Grass. 
The plaintiff was awarded $522.31 
of $912 63 he claimed the defendant 
owed him for work and material 
fumtshed in the rebuilding of a 
structure at the corner of Knox 
Stre< t and Henderson Avenue. 
Ogllvie claimed he and Gross had 
an oral agreement that Ogllvie was 
to do all carpenter work and su{>er- 
Intend the remodeling of the build­ 
ing, according to the opinion, and 
Gross was to have furnished all 
material 
except 
cement 
In 
the 
foundation footers. 
The suit claimed that on Janu­ 
ary 15 Gross told Ogllvie he was 
through with him, and ordered him 
to get off the job. However, the 
opinion states that although there 
was no written contract betwaen 
the plaintiff and the defendant, the 
manner in which the payroll was 
handled indicated that Ogilvie was 
acting as employer and supervisor. 
The Court based its verdict on the 
fact that Ogilvie, who work ed at 
the rate of $2 an hour, should have 
received a total compensation of 
$1.022. He was paid $8 52, leaving 
a balance of $170. 
The payment of Social Security 
and unemployment taxes on em­ 
ployes amounted to $68 ,26; liability 
insurance, $18 2.05, and a watchman 
WEIS hired at $ 102. 
The Court awarded the plaintiff 
the total of these figures, or $522.31.

Farmer Fatally 


Injured By Horse 


Edward Lyons, 56, 
Dies In Hospital 


A 56-year-old Somerset County, 
Pa., farmer died early last night in 
Miners Hospital, Prostburg, as a 
result of injuries suffered two hours 
before when he was trampled by a 
horse in the bam at his farm home. 
Dr. H. V. Deming, deputy county 
medical examiner, identified the 
victim as Edward Jeremiah Lyons, 
56, Pocahontas, Pa. 
Dr. Deming said the fatal acci­ 
dent occurred at 6 p. m. in the barn 
of the Lyons farm, about a half 
mile from Pocahontas. 
The man was rushed to Miners 
Hospital and admitted at 8 :06 p. m. 
He died five minutes later. 
Dr. Deming and Cpl. Harry Hol- 
singer, who assisted in the investi­ 
gation, said Lyons took the horses 
into the barn as the boys of the 
family were doing the milk ing. 
A few moments later, his wife, 
Mrs. Minnie Viola Fresh Lyons. 53, 
heard the horse k ick ing in the bam 
and called to the boys in investi­ 
gate. 
John, 26 rushed to the staU and 
found his fathr on the foor where 
he had fallen after he was k ick ed 
by the horse. 
The young men, authorities said, 
helped his father to sit up at that 
point the usually gentle animal be­ 
gan to k ick and trample the already 
badly injured man. 
Authorities said Lyons was badly 
trampled by the time his sons were 
able to extricate him from the stall. 
His sou. John, was slightly Injured 
in the conlu.sion. 
The family said the horse, which 
was about eight years old, has al­ 
ways been gentle and said he had 
possibly become frightened by sonre 
of the farm animals. 
Dr. Deming termed the death ac­ 
cidental and said death resulted 
from an intra-cranial hemmorhage 
resulting from a fractured sk ull and 
from fractures of the ribs. 
The 
man also suffered extensive injuries 
of the sk ull, hand and chest. 
Mr. Lyons was born May 15, 18 92, 
in Middle Chreek , Pa., a son of the 
late Silas and Mary Plecher Lyons. 
He is survived by his widow and 
seven children.

Back To April, 1791 


The Allegany County Court House, 
now undergoing improvement, holds 
much interest In the history of 
Cumberland and has synonymously 
advanced with the development of 
Maryland’s second largest city. 
Tlie Board of County Commis­ 
sioners has formulated plans for 
rewiring the court room, improving 
the roof and laying a new sidewalk 
in front of the building. New boil­ 
ers already have been installed. 
Most of the other vrork will be 
finished in the near future. 
The present court house, designed 
from 
Victorian 
architecture 
in­ 
fluences, was preceded by other 
chambers of justice whose history 
dates back to April 25, 1791, or ap­ 
proximately two years after Alle­ 
gany County was created. 
Held On Mechanic Street 
On that date the first session of 
court was held at the home of John 
Graham on North Mechanic Street 
with Judge Andrew Bruce, presid­ 
ing. History does not state the trial 
proceedings. 
The second session of court was 
held at Paw’s Tavern, located at 
206 Greene Street, which later was 
the site of the Holmes residence. 
The jail, at that time being a log 
cabin on the northeast corner of 
Greene and Lee Streets, had no 
window's—and the door, made of 
wood, w'as thick ly embedded with 
nails to prevent prisoners from 
sawing their way to freedom. The 
Paw' Tavern was used until 1799 
when a new court house was built. 
This court hou.se. to be built on 
proi>erty given by Thonin.s Hen 11 of 
SanuK'l, wa.M provided by the Act of 
1793. The site wa.s old Fort Cuin- 
berlnnd’s parade grounds. Complet­ 
ed and oeeupitHl in 1799. the 
ba se­

was utilized as a jail and re.sidenee 
of the jailer and his family. This 
first court house building still stands 
and is now used as the Cumberland 
Free Public Library Annex. 
In 18 43 another act provided “for
